In the Response to the Office action mailed 9/15/03, Applicant has submitted claims to a different invention. Applicant is 
advised that the claims as filed were drawn to "a cell with induced cellular immunity". As the specification discloses T cells and 
dendritic cells, the cell with "induced cellular immunity" would be the T cell, i.e., the best-known effector cell of the cellular immune 
system. Applicant has now amended the claims to recite "a cell capable of inducing cellular immunity". This new cell would clearly 
be an antigen presenting cell, i.e., the dendritic cell (the cell most capable of inducing a T cell). 

Since Applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, the response filed 1/13/04 is considered to 
be non-responsive.
